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The cards are filed alphabetically by name, whereas the 
documents are filed subjectively and geographically in 
accordance with our Records Codification Manual « Des- 
patches and telegrams frora Tne rorei^i Service 1 posts 
are prepared in reproducible form, and copies are dis- 
tributed to other Federal agencies according to subject 
content. 


Although 31 maintains a record of the names of foreigners 
which appear in its files, that Division feels that it would 
be inadvisable to complete a copy of the questionnaire. In 
this connection, 3X has provided the followin’ information! 


”... However, we do have in our files spotty 
information on foreigners that we have collected in 
connection with our security activities. These files 
do not represent in any aonse of the word complete back- 
ground information on the individual but are mostly 
merely spot activities of the individuals. These files 
are classified as CONFIDENTIAL and arc indexed on 5X6 
cards. H

In view of BPs responsibility for the biographic coverage 
of foreigners in the political, economic, cultural and sociolo- 
gical fields, that Division as a matter of course avails itself 
of the facilities of DC/8, SX, VI; and other divisions of the 
Department, as wall as of certain outsid® agencies, in its 
normal operations. It is believed, however, that for all prac- 
tical purposes the data submitted herewith will provide an ad- 
equate basis, so far as the Department is concerned, for the 
projected study of available biographic files. 
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
